Position of Wexford 
Harbour. 
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Deputation That Got No 
Satisfaction. 
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From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
WEXFORD, Tuesday. 
T HEY admitted that, so far as they were 


concerned, there were too many har- 

bours in the Free State altogether, 
and that, cutside Dublin and Cork, the other 
harbours were not worth attending to. 

This statement was made at the meeting 
of Wexford Harbour Board to-day by the 
Chairman (Mr. R. Houston) when referring 
tu the result of the efforts of a deputation 
which waited last week upon the Free State 
Ministry for Industry and Commerce in re- 
gard to the matter of providing a dredger 
suitable for Wexford Harbour. 

The Chairman said that the deputation 
went first to the Transport Department. 
They got no satisfaction. ‘They left that 
Department and went to the Office of Public 
Works, where they saw the Chief Engineer, 
who fell in with their views qnite readily 
and saw, their viewpoint. He told the 
deputation that he could believe that the 
dredger which was being supplied to Wex- 
ford was not large enough, and not adapt- 
able for a port lke Wexford. 

The Chairman added that he and other 
members of the Board were of the opinion 
that it was the object of the Government to 
make Dublin and Cork the two main ports 
in the Free State. If that were allowed to 
go on, it would create a very serious state 
of affairs in Wexford. If Wexford Harbour 
vere closed, the present railway rates from 
fosslare Pier to Wexford would not stand, 
and the railways would have a monopoly.

District Justice Goff said that what had 
happened during the match and after it was 
very discreditable to all concerned. The 
referee was, to say the least, very weak, 
and the players had taken advantage of 
this. He fined McCabe 10s., with a guinea 
costs, and Kearney £1, with a guinea costs.

A FATAL BLOW. 


PLEA OF SELF-DEFENCE. 


T6 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 


A farmer’s son, named Thomas Guinan 
(26), pleaded not guilty to the murder of a 
young man named Patrick Conroy in the 
County of Offaly on July 3ist last. Mr. E. J. 
Kelly, K.C., and Mr. P. J. Roe (instructed 
by the Chief State Solicitor) prosecuted; 
while Mr. Basil McGuckin (instructed by 
Mr. Brennan, LL.D., of Messrs. Hoey and 
Denning, solicitors) defended. 

Mr. Kelly said that on the 31st July the 
Fe struck Conroy on the head with a 
iurley.. The injured man was taken to 
Mercer's Hospital, Dublin, where he died on 
August 6th. It appeared that there was some 
jealousy between the two men over a girl 
named Margaret Kirwan, who would be one 
of the witnesses in the case. 

John Conroy, brother of the dead man, 
said that he was married five weeks ago to 
Margaret Kirwan. At about 7.30 p.m. on 
July 3lst he got a message from Ballin- 
cloughan ir is and later saw his brother 
lying on a sofa in a neighbouring house in 
an unconscious condition, his 
covered with blood. 

Margaret, Conroy, wife of the previous 
witness, stated that on the evening of 30th 
July she was seated at her own gate with 
Patrick Conroy, with whom she. had been 
keeping company tor three years, when 
Thomas Guinan came along on his bicycle 
and dismounted. ' The prisoner said: “ Have 
you enough said now about Lizzie?’’ (mean- 
ing Lizzie Guinan). She replied that she had 
not said anything, and that whatever had 
been said was said by himself. The prisoner 
then said: ‘‘ She did not go on a holiday for 
six months, anyway.”’ 

Conroy said: ‘‘If you were a man you 
would not say that.’’ Subsequently Guinan 
apolog'sed for the remark, 

At 8 p.m. on July 3lst she saw Conroy 
and Guinan coming across the bridge towards 
her. They spoke for some time, and then 
she saw Guinan strike Conroy on the head 
with a hurley. She said, ‘‘ You have killed 
him,” and he made no reply. 

William Colgan said that, on hearing the 
last witness cry out, ' Run quick; he has hit 
him with a hurley,” he ran to Ballincloghan 
Bridge. When he reached the bridge he saw 
Patrick Conroy unconscious and _ bleeding, 
with Thomas Guinan a few paces away, hold- 
ing a hurley in his hand. 

Mrs. Margaret Colgan said that she saw 
Patrick Conroy step towards Guinan with his 
fists clenched. 

Dr. Moorhead, Tullamore, described the 
injury which Conroy received, and said that 
it could have been caused by a blow from a 
hurley. 

Dr. T. Kirby, Mercer’s Hospital, Dublin, 
said that there were several fractures of the 
skull, and death was due to laceration of 
the brain. 

Sergeant Rooney said that, when arrested, 
the prisoner said that Conroy threatened him 
with his fists, and that he (Guinan) put up 
the hurley in self-defence and gave him one 
blow on the head. 

The case for the State having closed, . 

Mr. McGuckin addressed the jury for the 
defence, and said that there was ne doubt that 


head being 


on the 3lst July Conroy intended to give 
Guinan a 


good ‘‘ beating-in,’’ and that 
Guinan, in self-defence, hit him with the 
hurley which he had in his hand at the 
moment. The question of murder was out of 
the case. He submitted that the jury had to 
consider only the question of manslaughter, or 
a verdict of not guilty; and he asked them 
to find the latter verdict, because Guinan 
was justified in acting in self-defence. 

The further hearing of the case was 
adjourned until 11 o'clock this morning, the 
jury being locked up for the night in the 
Four Courts Hotel.

Na e's hands, and Nagle dropped a hatchet. 

he evidence of William Esmond was taken 
as he lay in bed at Tipperary District 
Hospital. He stated that he could not say 
how many blows Nagle struck him with the 
hatchet. 

Witness added:—‘‘ I was knocked down, 
and struggled to get up, and tried to get 
the hatchet off him. In the struggle we both 
went on to the street, where Nagle knocked 
mé down and struck me some more blows, 
I don’t know how many.”’

BELFAST, Tuesday. 
HE liability of a liquidator to pay rates 
on the premises occupied by a company 
in go esagye was raised in the Ulster 
Chancery Court to-day, before Mr. Justice 
Wilson, in the hearing of a summons in the 
matter of the Pritchard Flax, Fibre and Pul 
Co., Ltd., Dromara, County Down (in liqui- 
dation), in which the official liquidator of 
the company, Mr. Norman MacLeod, 149 
West George street, Glasgow, asked for an 
order against James C. McGifford, rate col- 
lector, 2 Bow street, Lisburn, restraining 
him from distraining for rates on the pre- 
mises of the company at Dromara. 

The liquidation of the Pritchard Flax, 
Fibre sind Pulp Co., Ltd., is being carried 
out in the Scottish courts. 

The Judge said that he was very doubtful 
about his jurisdiction in the matter. He felt 
inclined to make an order that the rates for 
the present year were justly due and payable 
by the liquidator, entirely regardless of the 
creditors of the conipany, and ought to have 
been paid, and should have been brought to 
the notice of the Court in Scotland, and that, 
therefore, he should refuse the motion. 

Mr. Copeland said that, in view of his lord- 
ship’s intimation, he would only ask that the 
summons be refused with costs. 

The Judge declared that the rates, amount- 
ing to £23 9s. 1d., be paid at once, and that 
the only portion of the rates that were now 
due to which the section of the Companies 
Act would properly apply was £7 5s. 4d., 
which had aceruéd due prior to the liquida- 
tion. The Court, therefore, thought that 
the £23 9s. 1d. should be paid at once and 
the other sum paid according to the liquida- 
tion in Scotland.

In the 
first place, the public knows that the 
clergy are the most scantily paid of all the 
professions ; the palaces of many bishops 
mock their tenants’ comparative poverty, 
In the next place, it is precisely at times 
of national crisis—of widespread unem- 
ployment, physical distress and mental 
depression—that the clergyman's work is 
most necessary, most arduous, and makes

At Vincennes. 


The Paris Correspondent of The Times 
gives some significant facts concerning the 
International Colonial Exhibition at 
Vincennes, which closed on Sunday night. 
Since May 6th, when the Exhibition was 
opened, thirty-two million visitors passed 
through the turnstiles. During the three 


‘summer months the French Colonial offices 


dealt with an average number of forty-two

activity is reported by the offices of foreign 
colonial Powers and by the chambers of 
commerce. The interest thus created justi- 
fies Marshal Lyautey’s conception of the 
Exhibition. In the first place, he conceived 
it not as a demonstration of purely French 
achievement, but as an international enter- 
prise where, in the Correspondent’s words, 
‘the peoples of all nations might learn 
about the influence of western culture, and 
where administrators might meet and ex- 
change views upon the many problems 
which beset them.”

PLEBISCITE TO BE

Buildings, Dublin, vesterday, a deputation 
from the Irish Beet Growers’ Association, 
Lid., laid the claims of beet growers to a 
hetter price than that offered by the Sugar 
Company at Carlow before President Cos. 
grave and Mr. P. Hogan, Minister 
Agriculture. 

The offer made by the Irish Sugar Manu- 
facturing Company, Ltd., was 59s. per ton 
for beet containing 154 per cent. sugar, plus 
ls. per ton of beet for every 1s. per cwt. 
increase in the price of sugar. ; 

The Executive of the Beet Growers 
Association is not disposed to recommend the 
acceptance of this proposal, and in view of 
what they describe as the unreasonable atti- 
tude of the Sugar Company, yesterday's 
deputation was appointed to wait on Presi- 
dent Cosgrave and the Minister for Agricul- 
ture. The members of the deputation received 
a sympathetic hearing from the Ministers, but 
no statement was issued for publication.

Any attempt on the part of the mother 
country to dictate, or in any way to inter 
fere with. the financial policv of one cf 
the Dominions is, of course, unthinkable. 


THE TRUSTEE STATUS.

NEW COMPANY FORMED IN 
THE FREE STATE. 


Madame Tussaud's, the best known wax- 
works concern in the British Isles, is coming 
to Dublin, and may bring with it a 
‘*Chamber of Horrors.’ 

A company entitled L. and H. Tussaud 
(Ireland), Ltd., has been registered in the 
Free State with a nominal capital of £10,000, 
divided into ten thousand shares of £1 each, 
with the object of exhibiting waxworks, relics 
and curiosities of all kinds suitable for public 
exhibition, The company, according to its 
memorandum of association, will have power 
to carry on theatres, music halls, ballrooms. 
cinemas and restaurants. It may also estab- 
lish an art gallery for the exhibition of 
works of art, sculpture and paintings.

REPRESENTATIVE public meeting 


of the citizens of Limerick was held 
to-night, at which the Mayor, Alderman 


P. J. Donnellan, presided, and registered a 


strong protest ayainst increased charges 
for electric current. 


At the outset the Mayor read a letter: 


from Mr. J. G. Goodbody, managing 
director Messrs. Bannatyne and Sons. 
Ltd., regretting his inability to attend the 
meeting, in order to add his voice of pro- 
test against the proposed increased charges 
for current in that city. 

Ile always felt, he said. that Limerick 
was harshly treated in being forced to pay 
more for current than some other cities in 
Saorstat Kireann. 

The proposed increase of 25 per cent. 
in Limerick against 125 in Dublin and 
Cork intensified his feeling that Limerick 
was being unfairly treated. Had 
Corporation electricity station been 
allowed to expand and develop the citizens 
would be able to obtain current 
cheaply than from the Shannon 
when the new impost came into effect. 


‘MOST UNJUST.” 
Mr A = 


Goodwin said 
Limerick been allowed to continne to 
generate current the citizens would be 
getting it for fivepence instead of seven- 
pence-halfpenny, the price to be charged 
by the Shannon Board.

INVITATION TO CONSUMERS 

Alderman D. Bourke, T.D., said that the 
most effective method of dealing with the 
Supply Board was to show them that they 
could do without their current by reverting 
to gas. | 

Mr. P. F. Quinlan said that the treat- 
ment meted out to Limerick was 
scandalous, and he invited consumers to 
discontinue the use of electricity from next 
April to October. Furthermore. the 
citizens should not pay the increase, and 
let the Board take leval proceedings. 
Mr. K. O'Malley observed that the 
Supply Board should produce figures to 
justify the increase and establish a case 
for saddling Limerick with an inequitable 
impost. 

Mr. T. Crowley, T.D., asked the meeting 
fo suggest Ways and means as to how the 
Minister should be approached. seeing that 
he refused to answer a question on the 
subject of the, increased charge. 

Mr. G. Bennett, T.D., said that he had 
already protested to the President and 
Minister against the increased charges. He 
moved that a committee be appointed to 
ascertain if the Electricity Supply Board 
had gone outside the letter of the Act in 
the case of Limerick. 


Mr. O'Malley seconded the motion. 
MAYOR’S APPEAL. 


The Mayor appealed to the citizens to 
fight the imposition like men. and to resist 
openly the increase of 25 per cent.

ANTI-DUMPING BILL. 


——— 
PRINCIPAL PROVISIONS, 


The text of the Abnormal Importations 
(Customs Duties) Bill was issued last 
night. The bill follows the lines indi- 
cated by Mr. Runciman in the House of 
Commons. The Act is to continue in 
operation for a period of six months and 
no longer. 

It empowers the Board of Trade, with 
the concurrence of the Treasury, to issue 
orders applying the provisions of the Act 
to articles which are being imported in 
‘abnormal ”' quantities. Any order so 
made may be varied or revoked by a sub- 
sequent order. The duty imposed may 
not exceed 100 per cent. of the value of 
the articles. 

Empire products are exempt from the 
provisions of the Act.

quart. The retail delivery van carries a 
driver, a salesman and a boy. 


FARMERS AS RETAILERS. 


Against the argument which this 
suggests, it might be asked—why do not 
these farmers supply the local demand for 
milk? That is a question which suppliers 
can best answer themselves. There are 
probabl; sound reasons for their action. 
This, however, is small consclation to 
consumers, who have to pay whatever 
price is demanded by the milkman, and 
who may have difficulty in getting sup- 
plies if the proposed ‘‘cut”’ to producers 
is insisted upon. 

If, as is expected, suppliers refuse to 
accept any reduction in price, supplies 
are likely to be held up or diverted to 
more profitable sources.

POSITION OF THE 
CREAMERIES. 


Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
WICKLOW, Tuesday. 


Next Thursday will probably decide 
whether the dairy farmers of the Countivs 
of Wicklow, Louth. Kildare and Dublin 
will refuse to send more milk to the City 
of Dublin because of the prices offered by 
retailing dairymen. 

For several weeks negotiations have 
been proceeding between the dairy farmers 
of (Co. Wicklow and their principal cus- 
tomers in Dublin. Those farmers have 
been supplying. milk throughout the 
summer at 10d. per gallon, the milk being 
taken by the owner’s lorry direct from 
their farms daily, 


FROM 


THE WINTER PRICE, 


Approaching the winter they asked for a 
higher price but were met with a refusal, 
although automatically the Dublin con- 
sumers have to face increases for winter 
periods. 

Meeting after meeting has been held. 
and last week representatives of the 
Wicklow dairy farmers and suppliers 
availed themselves of a grain-growers’ 
conference in Dublin to lay the facts 
before them and ask for their support in 
any action that they might take. They 
also asked for a promise from those who 
are connected with creameries in the South 
not to forward cheap milk to Dublin 
dairvymen so as to undercut them. A 
promise was given to the farmers. It was 
arranged to convene a conference of all 
suppliers of milk to Dublin on Thursday 
next to discuss grievances under which 
suppliers labour. 


PRICES AND EXPENSES. 


While the city retailers claim that they 
are unable to afford increased prices and 
pay only 10d. per gallon to the farmers, 
they retail this milk in the city at 2s. 4d. 
per gallon for the best quality, and at 
slightly cheaper prices for secondary 
qualities. Their claim is that the costs 
of pasteurisation, collection, delivery, rent, 
rates and labour, with bad debts, exceed 
the difference. On the other hand, while 
the farmers are now reaping the benefit 
of the oats tariff and getting up to 16s. 
per barrel, they find that all ocher com- 
modities are increasing on account of the 
depreciation in the £, such as maize, flour, 
pollard, bran, feeding cakes, ete. 

The suppliers’ principal difficulty to 
overcome are the sources of chief supply ; 
for the retailers in the city can call on 
almost unlimited supplies of milk from 
the creameries of Cork, Limerick, Tipperary 
and Kilkenny. These creameries manu- 
facture butter when the summer supplies 
of milk are available at 4d. and 5d. per 
gallon; they store their butter for the 
winter prices, and have the winter milk 
to sell at what is to their customers a 
very satisfactory figure—l0d. to 1s. per 
gallon. The whole question for Thurs- 
day’s convention is—will the milk sup- 
pliers win if a fight is forced upon them ? 

Anticipating a fight, they are raising 
a guarantee fund for those who may suffer 
in the agitation.

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HOME OF SIX MILLION HOPES. 


ESTERDAY in Dublin the counterfoils 

on which men and women all over 

the world are pinning their hopes of 

fortune started on the last lap of their 
journey. 

A poet has said that “ romance brings 
up the 9.15,' but yesterday at that hour 
romance, in the form of more than six 
million counterfoils, was being brought 
down from the central offices of the Irish 
Hospitals’ Trust in Earlsfort terrace to 
the hall of the Plaza Restaurant, in 
Middle Abbey street, in six lorries, sur- 
rounded by armed Guards. 

Outside the Plaza a considerable crowd 
had collected, and they saw carried in 
hftv-six steel deed boxes containing 
counterfoils for which, it has been 
estimated, in the neighbourhood of three 
million pounds has been paid. 


ORDERED DISORDER. 


Inside the scene was one of enormous 
activity. Buff clad girls were hurrying 
about their tasks in a seemingly orderless 
way. Their paths seemed to be crossing 
and recrossing without any apparent 
design. 

This was the impression I received while 
standing on the floor of the hall: but from 
the gallery everything was different. The 


evident. 

As soon as the deed boxes containing 
the counterfoils had been carried into the 
hall they were placed on trolleys that ran 
round two oval tracks, and in the centre 
of each was a pneumatic mixing machine. 

Every trolley was operated by a girl, who 
pushed it round and round the track, and. 
as she slowly passed, another girl took 
out a handful of the counterfoils and 
placed them in a metal scoop... When three 
such samples had been taken the scoop 
was handed to one of the four girls who 
were feeding the mixer, and, perhaps, two 
hundred slips of paper, each worth. 
potentially, thirty thousand pounds, were 
whirled in a miniature blizzard through 
the bowels of the machine, eventually to 
come to rest in a great trough at its base. 


A SECOND MIXING, 


The mixing was not finished, however: 
for the counterfoils taken from these 


boxes, and as soon as the first shuffle had 
been completed these boxes were loaded 
once more on to the trolleys. Green and 
orange boxes were alternated on each 
system to ensure that the contents of each 
box were mixed with counterfoils with 
which they had never previously been in 
contact. 

When this reshuffling had been com- 
pleted, the counterfoils were taken in bags 
to the drum, into which thev were 
inserted under the supervision of an 
auditor. While most of the counterfoils 
had been placed there yesterday, some 
have been left for disposal to the nurses 
who come on duty this morning. 

The drum itself deserves some atten- 
tion. It is an immense cylinder, more 
than thirty feet long and eight feet in 
diameter, and is coloured in a striking 
shade of orange. Four tons of metal have 
been used in its construction, and an 
electric motor is used to make it revolve. 

Twenty-four port holes are pierced in its 
side, and from these nurses will draw 
forth what may be for some lucky people 
the passport to a different life.

MR. GANDHI AND

FEDERAL STRUCTURAL

HE debate on the Army in India and 
ia external affairs was continued at the 
resumed meeting of the Federal 
Structure Committee of the Round Table 
Conference in London yesterday. 

Speaking in the forenoon, Mr. Gandhi said 
that India should have complete control over 
defence and external affairs. 

Continuing the debate vesterday afternoon. 
Mr. Sastri (Hindu Liberals) dissociated him- 
self and some of his colleagues from Mr. 
Gandhi's views on the Army. The Army and 
external affairs, he said, should remain Crown 
subjects. during the period of transition. 

Dr. Shafa-at Ahmad Khan, for the Moslems. 
said that they reserved their opinion on the 
question of defence pending a communal 
settlement. 

Dr. lyengar claimed on behalf of the Con- 
gress that India should be put, in regard to 
these matters, in the same position as the 
Dominions. 


TARIFF QUESTION, 


Mr. Wedgwood Benn, dealing with the 
question of Indian tariffs. said that the situa- 
tion in regard to commercial agreements had 
been entirely changed by the alteration of 
policy in this country. It might have been 
a different matter for a Government which 
used no tariffs to control the cotamercial 
agreements of lndia, but it would be another 
matter altogether if this country adopted a 
tariff policy, which was intended to 
protect a United Kingdom interest, and 
also claimed the right to make commercial 
agreements for India on her benalf as well. 
It would undoubtedly lay them under the 
suspicion of making commercial agreements 
in such a way as to favour their own tariff 
policy. He also considered, from practical 
experience, that it would be a great advantage 
if the interests of Indians overseas could be 
handed over to a responsible Indian Minister. 
Sir San:uel Hoare replied that the economic: 
policy of Great Britain had nothing at all to 
do with the wav in which we should deal 
with Indian questions.

The Bishop of Killaloe presided, and among 
the clergy present were the Dean of Christ 
Church, Canon Wilson and Canon Drury. 


BISHOP’S SERMON. 


The sermon was preached by the Bishop 
of Killaloe, the Most Rev. Dr. Patton, who 
said that the world had been unified in their 
day and generation as never before, and those 
who were 'alert, astir and awake to the move- 
ments of the modern world were learning 
more and more clearly, year by year, that the 
unity of the human race was a great reality. 

In the depth and range of their sacred 
music they could create an interest and 
develop those characteristics which would 
help to make man what God intended him to 
be. They needed in those days a spirit of 
adoration and apprehension of the majesty of 
God and an assurance of His presence, for 
this world was in a woeful state of war with 
itself, wearied with all sorts of  discords, 
They needed sorely the creation of some form 
of world-wide Government, some universal 
well of world freedom and fellowship, and an 
international ling of Christian ideals, 
St. Paul cherished that ideal. The Lord had 
for him broken down the wall of partition, 
and created a world-wide fellowship. That 
revolutionary idea took deep root in the life 
of the early Church, and she longed to unite 
all the nations in one universal spiritual 
fellowship; but, alas! freedom and fellowship 
were for her irreconcilable. The fellowship 
became for her little better than an enslaving 
ecclesiastical despotism, and so the Reforma. 
tion came. 


INEXORABLE LOGIC. 


Now, at the beginning of the twentieth 
century, the inexorable logic of circumstances 
was driving them back again to the old ideal, 
but not to the old system. The old régime 
was gone, but they were returning to the old 
ideal of world-wide fellowship, and in some 
spheres of action its working was perfectly 
evident to everyone. 


AGRICULTURE IN 
GREAT BRITAIN. 


THE GOVERNMENT’S 
POLICY.

S* JOHN GILMOUR, Minister of Agri 


culture, told a deputation of agricul- 
turists at the House of Commons last 
night that decisions regarding agricultural 
policy would be reached by the Government 
at the earliest possible moment. 

An Official account of the 
states :'— 

“The deputation emphasised the urgency 
of the agricultural problem, and the import- 
ance of an early announcement of the Go- 
vernment’s ‘intentions. 

“Sir John Gilmour, in reply, said that hé 
felt sure that the country, as a whole. ex- 
pected, and was ready for, an agricultural 
policy. He fully appreciated the anxiety of 
the agriculturists for an early announcement, 
and said that decisions would be reached at 
the earliest possible moment, having regard 
te the complexity and wide range of the 
problems involved,” 


FARMERS AND IMPORTED 
FARM PRODUCE. 


The Parliamentary, Press and Publicity 
Committee of the National Farmers’ Union, 
meeting in London yesterday, passed a reso- 
lution that the Committee “ regards with 
dismay the decision of the Government to 
exclude agricultural produce from its emer- 
gency anti-dumping legislation, and urges the 
Council to request the Minister of Agricul- 
ture to receive a deputation on the subject”? 

The Committee further recommends that 
every county branch be asked to communi- 
cate with its parliamentary representatives, 
drawing their attention to the industry’s de- 
mand for fiscal justice. 

“In the meantime, the Committee notes 
the attention drawn in the House of 
Commons from the Government side to the 
necessity, in the interests of restoring our 
trade balance, of restricting imports of malt- 
ing barley, fruit, vegetables, bacon, poultry, 
dairy produce and luxury products. : 

“This Committee recommends that a com- 
munication be sent to every member of the 
Cabinet, drawing attention to the need for 
prompt action to secure fair play to agri. 
cultural interests in the matter.”

A strong demand for immediate action by 
the Government in relation to agriculture was 
out forward by a meeting of members v!

y Sir Ernest Shepperson, was unanimous? 
adopted :— 

‘The Conservative Parliamentary Agricul. 
tural Committee, supported by members ct 
other parties, strongly urges upon His 
Majesty's Government the urgent necessity 
for a definite announcement on agricultural 
policy at the earliest moment, and in any 
event before the House rises for the recess. 

“The Committee realises that it may not 
be possible to give precise details at this 
stage, but feels that a yeneral and definite 
statement should be made as to the pro: 
gramme of this session regarding the quota 
and guaranteed price for wheat, the position 
of malting barley, the future of the sugar- 
beet industry, and policy as to the dumping 
of foreign agricultural and fishery produce in 
general, and especially luxury imports. 

_ “The Committee cannot urge too strongly 
on His Majesty’s Government that a 
favourable announcement at this moment 
would not only have a profound effect. on 
the industry as a whole, but would tend to 


lessen the prospect of increasing unemploy- 
ment.”’

BELEAST, Tuesday. 
á Bb proposals for anti-dumping out- 
lined in the British Parliament by 
Mr. Runciman, President of the Board of 
Trade, have been welcomed in linen trade 


at last, a serious effort will be made to 
reserve the British market for the home 
manufacturers and that an end will be put 
to the dmping of cheap goods manufac- 
tured on the Continent, under unfair 
labour and wage conditions. 

One leading linen manufacturer whom 
I interviewed to-day expressed the hope 
that every effort would be made to bring 
the anti-dumping regulations, so far as 
linen goods were concerned, into opera- 
tion at once, not only in the interest of the 
industry, but also to help in restoring the 
balance of trade. ‘‘ In the past,’’ he said, 
“the Irish and Scotch linen industries 
jointly endeavoured to have safeguarding 
spree to the linen industry, but owing to 
the strict terms upon which the Committee 
on Safeguarding then acted, this was not 
possible. The result was that the linen 
industry lost the benefit of that Safeguard- 
ing Act which has been of such advantage 
to several industries, such as motor manu- 
facturing. 


EXPORT MARKETS. 


‘Tt is now believed that this omission 
will be rectified, and that within a short 
time our linen industry will be placed 
upon its feet once more, 

‘Weare at present,” he proceeded, 
‘gaining a considerable advantage in 
various export markets, notably the 
United States, which is still our largest 
market, owing to the depreciation of the 
pound. We do not expect this advantage 
to last for all time, but the elimination of 
dumping on the British market will be a 
more permanent factor, It will enable 
linen manufacturers, secure in their home 
market, to produce goods in larger quanti- 
ties and so reduce costs of production, and 
this, again, will aid our export trade in 
competition with continental manufac- 
turers. 

_ “In the past the Irish linen industry, 
in conjunction with the Scotch linen manu- 
facturers, when they asked for safeguard- 
ing, sought a ten per cent. duty upon flax- 
line yarns and tow yarns, and a 334 per 
cent. duty upon manufactured goods. Con- 
ditions, however, have altered so much 
in recent months: that these duties 
would hardly be adequate to meet the 
situation. There has recently been a con- 
siderable amount of dumping of .cheap 
Russian flax, and this has tended to 
retard the development of the Northern 
mF gee industry under the more favour- 
able conditions which are now operating. 


RUSSIAN YARN, 


“ While spinners have opened up 
several mills, and short time in others has 
been abolished, they are afraid to venture 
very far owing to the fear that this cheap 
Russian yarn may be hanging over their 
heads. With powers to impose drastic 
anti-dumping regulations, that fear is 
greatly minimised. A substantial tariff 
Should be placéd upon both yarn and 
manufactured goods. 

‘The linen trade has never put forward 
a request íor a tax on raw material— 
flax—and such a tax, at the present time. 
would be most inopportune. There were 
only about 7,000 acres under flax in 
Northern [Ireland this year, compared with 
25,000 last year, and a higher amount the 
year before. Therefore, it would not be 
possible to get sufficient flax for the next 
few years to meet the demands of the 


am industry without iinporting foreign 
ig.” 


CLASSIFICATION. 


In the Board of Trade returns linen is 
ficially divided into :— 
(a) Flax line yarns. 
Flax tow yarns. 
(b) Linen manufactures, including 
: the manufactures of linen mixed 
with other materials known as 
linen. 

These two main classifications, it is 
scarcely necessary to poitit out, embrace 
both the spinning and weaving ends of the 
industry. The second, indeed, applies to 
everything that is woven in the North of 
Ireland. The linen manufactures in the 
second are further sub-divided. 


DUBLIN COUNTY

of Health at the offices of the County Council 
yesterday evening, Mr. H, M. Dardis was 
unanimously re-elected Chairman of the Board 
for the ensuing year. Mr. P. J. Curran was 
also re-elected unanimously as Vice-Chairman. 

A considerable time was devoted to a dis- 
cussion of questions relating to iabourers 
cottages in the various divisions, and pro- 
viding them with water supplies and sanitary 
conveniences 

It was decided to erect public sanitary con- 
veniences at Malahide on the strand. - 

The engineer (Mr. P. Russell) was asked 
to oper’ as to the provision of six or seven 
petrol lamps for the lighting of Donabate. 
It was stated that the extension of the electric 
light to Donabate was not probable for a 
long time to come. 


SANITARY PROBLEMS. 


Dr. Harbinson, the  recently-appointed 
medical officer, who had taken up duty on 
the 9th instant, stated that he would as soon 
as possible get the sub-sanitary officers in 
every district to report to him as to the 
sanitary problems which had to be faced. 
He intenced to devote himself earnestly to 
the hygiene of school children, infant aid 
work, ard all that related to the public 
health. It would, he said, take some little 
time to organise the system, and he hoped 
the Council would have patience with him.

ANTI- DUMPING - 
RESOLUTION. 
MR. RUNCIMAN’S 
STATEMENT. 


BILL GETS FIRST 
READING. 


————

WESTMLNSTER, Tuesday. 


R. BALDWIN, in the House of 
M Commons this afternoon, moved, and 
the House after some Labour protests 
passed, a resolution designed to expedite the 
Abnormal Importations (Customs Duties) 
Bill and the financial resolution, so that the 
measure may receive the Royal assent on Fri- 
day next. 

Mr. Runciman, in Committee of Ways and 
Means, moved the financial resolution, which 
provided that: 

(1) There shail be charged on any articles im- 
ported into the United Kingdom, being 
articles to which this resolution applies, 
in addition to any other duties of 
Customs such duties of Customs as are 
hereinafter provided. 

The articles to which this resolution shall 
apply shall be articles of any class or de- 
scription comprised in Class 3 of the 
Import and Export List, issued under the 
authority of the Treasury and the Com- 
missioners of Customs and Excise for the 
year 1951, to which the Board of Trade. 
being” satisfied that those articles are 
being imported into the United Kingdom 
in abnormal quantities, have, by order, 
applied any Act of the present session for 
giving effect to this resolution. 

The Customs duties to be charged as 
aforesaid in respect of any articles shall 
be such duties as may be specified in an 
Order made by the Board of Trade under 
the said Act, not exceeding one hundred 
per cent. of the value of the articles. 
The Act aforesaid shall continue in force 
for a period of six months from the pass- 
ing thereof, and no longer. 

Any Order made by the Board of Trade 
as aforesaid shall cease to have effect at 
the expiration cf twenty-eight days from 
the date on which it is made, unless at 
some time before the expiration of that 
period it has been approved by a resolu- 
tion of this House. Provided that in 
reckoning any such period as aforesaid 
no account shall be taken of any time 
during which Parliament is dissolved or 
prorogued, or during which this House is 
adjourned for more than four days. 

The Act aforesaid may include such in- 
cidental and consequential provisions as 
may be necessary or expedient in rela- 
tion to the matters aforesaid. 


EXCEPTIONAT, MEASURES 
NEEDED. 


The procedure, Mr. Runciman said, was 
exceptional, but so were the circumstances. 
When the importations were first brought to 
the notice of the Government as being of an 
page nature, they had not. assumed 
anything like the volume that he mentioned 
on Monday. Even allowing for all the 
seasonal variations, there was an enormous 
increase in the amount for October, and a 
still more remarkable increase for the early 
part of November. . 

In the first eight months of 1931 the 
average monthly Importations of Class 3 
woods stood at the 'evel of £20,600,000. In 
September the imports had _— risen to 
£22,600.000, in October to £27,200.000, and 
in the first ten days of November they were 
at the rate of £35,000,000 a month. The 
acceleration was continuous, and it sufficiently 
showed that exceptional measures were needed 
to deal with the situation. 

There was nothing in the resolution which 
in any way abrogated the rights of the House 
over finance. All that it did was to place 
the power of initiative in the hands of the 
Government. The duties imposed would have 
still to carry the full force of the sanction 
of the House. 

Major Attlee, in opposing the resolution, 
said that it was a prelude to the Protectionist 
Budget, which in due course would be intro- 
duced. The Government had been rushed 
into this legislation by the charge of the 
Heavy Brigade, led by Sir Henry Page-Croft. 

Major G. Lloyd George urged that the 
only result of England’s adopting pro- 
tection would be to add to the world chaos 
caused by tariff walls. 

In the course of further debate, Mr. Hore 
Belisha (Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Board of Trade), replying to a question by 
Sir Henry Page-Croft, said that the hon. 
member would have 1.0 reason to complain of 
the treatment to the Dominions when he saw 
the bill. The Dominions would be unaffected 
by any of the new duties which might be 
imposed. In other words, they would have a 
preference of 100 per cent. 

Mr. Amery moved a verbal amendment 
with the object of securing from Mr. Runci- 
man a fuller definition of what was meant by 
the word ‘‘ abnormal.’’ 

Mr. Runciman, replying to the debate. 
said that he had been a to define what 
was meant by the word “ abnormal.’’ Well, 
he did not know, but, if he might say so, 
the word was chosen with great discretion. 
(Laughter.) If the House was not going to 
trust the Board of Trade with powers which 
came under the word ‘ abnormal” he 
thought that they might as well abandon the 
bill altogether. It was not possible at pre- 
sent to say by what formula they would be 
guided in their operations, but he could 
promise them that if they got the bill 
through by Friday the Board of Trade would 
not be idle during the week-end, and would 
attempt at once to deal with those cases 
which were beyond donbt. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Amerv’s amendment was withdrawn, 
and one moved by Mr. Glenfell (Labour) to 
the effect that Orders made under the bill 
should not come into force until they had 
been approved by the House was rejected 
by 340 votes to 45. 

Mr. Runciman’s resolution was carried by 
336 votes to 40, and it passed through the 
report stage without discussion. 

The bill then was brought in by Mr. 
Runciman, and was formally read a first 
time. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S 
UNEMPLOYED. 


A FURTHER DECREASE. 

For the sixth week in succession, a decrease 
in the number of registered unémployed is 
recorded in the British weekly return, but it 
is explained that the reduction in the 
registers in the fortnight ending November 
9 was largely due to the discontinuance of 
registration by a certain proportion of those 
whose claims to unemployment benefit bad 
been disallowed under the Anomalies Regula- 
tions. 

At November 9 the number of persons on 
the registers of «mployment exchanges in 
Great Britain was 2,683,924. This was 
27,020 less than the total for the preceding 
week, but 422,147 more than that for the 
corresponding period last year. The total on 
November 9 comprised 2,059,519 men, 69,628 
boys, 504,149 women, and 50,628 girls. 

The total decrease in the number of 
registered unemployed since the beginning of 
October is 140,848. 

The total on November 9 comprised 
2.115,350 wholly unemployed, 460,829 tem- 
porarily stopped, and 108,745 normally in 
casual employment.

EXTENSION OF MORA- 
TORIUM REQUESTED. 


A third preliminary scheme of arrangement 
between the Royal Mail Steam Packet Com- 
pany and the holders of its First and Second 
Debenture Stocks and the Guaranteed Prefer- 
ence shareholders of White Star Line, Ltd., 
extending until June 30, 1952, the mora- 
torlum granted by the two schemes already 
sanctioned by the Court, is to be considered 
at meetings of the Stockholders and Prefer- 
ence shareholders. on November 30. 

In a notice convening the meetings, which 
was issued last night, the voting trustees 
state :— 

“ During the past months they have been 
actively engaged in formulating a scheme 
aimed particularly at enabling the fleets of the 
various companies to be operated on the most 
economical lines and with the greatest possible 
efficiency. 

“ Such a scheme has now been formulated 
and approved in principle by the 


and other individual creditors, whose assents 
thereto must be obtained before the scheme 
can usefully. be submitted to meetings of the 
Debenture Fe and other Joan creditors of 
the companies concerned. 

““ This scheme is necessarily of very great 
complication, in view of the numerous in- 
terests involved, and may have to he modified 
as the result of the discussions now in pro- 
gress before it takes final form and the neces- 
sary meetings to consider it can be convened. 
It is, therefore, impossible that the scheme in 
question should be sanctioned by the Court 
and rendered binding on the various interests 
affected before December 31, 1931, when the 
moratorium granted by the second preliminary 
scheme expires. 

““ It is, therefore, necessary to ask the De 
benture Stockholders of the company and the 
Guaranteed Preference shareholders of White 
Star Line, Ltd., to prolong for a further 
period the moratorium granted by the second 
preliminary scheme. 

“ It is hoped that the comprehensive scheme 
now under discussion will be finally settled 
in a form which will enable the meetings to 
consider it to be held in January, and the 
scheme, if approved and sanctioned by the 
Court, should be operative before the end of 
March next. 

“In order to be on the safe side and to 
allow time for discussion and negotiation with 
any parties who may desire modifications of 
the scheme, it is proposed that the mora- 
torium period be extended to June 30 next.” 

The voting trustees, in recommending the 
granting of the further moratorium, state :— 
“If it is not granted, a series of receivers 
must almost certainly be appointed for the 
Royal Mail Company and many other com- 
panies of the group, which could hardly fail 
at this stage to be disastrous to the interests 
of practically all classes of creditors of these 
companies, and would, moreover, in the 
opinion of the voting trustees, be contrary to 
the national interest.”

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL J. K. 
MILLNER. 

The death, which has just taken place at 
his residence, Leeson Park House, Dublin, 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Joshua Millner recalls 
a period when Ireland held a high place in 
the rifle-range shooting world. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Millner, who was born in Blackrock, 
Co. Dublin, was a marksman of international 
repute, and was at the height of his powers 
when the Irish team, of which he was a 
member, won the Elcho Challenge Shield 
during the 1903 Bisley Rifle Meeting. 

Previous to the competition for the shield, 
Colonel Millner had proved himself to be a 
champion match-rifleman of the meeting by 
winning the Bass Prize, open to all comers, 
with an aggregate of 135. The Elcho Shield 
competition, which was held on July 17th, 
1903, resulted in one of the most exciting 
contests ever witnessed on Bisley Common. 
victory going to the Irish eight, who finished 
with the narrow majority of seven points 
over the second team, Scotland. This 
the last of the thirteen which 
Ireland won this competition since it was 
constituted in 1862. 

Colonel Millner shot a total of 196 points, 
and was placed fourth highest on the Irish 
side, Mr. (G. L. Gillespie, I.R.A., being first 
with 203 points. In addition to his prowess 
as a marksman, Colonel Millner 
himself a reputation as a breeder of red 
setters, and went as far afield as Russia in 
pre-war days to judge this class of dog at 
the principal continental shows.

VATICAN PROTEST TO 
SPAIN. 
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DIVORCE SUITS IN CIVIL 
COURTS. 
REUTER’S CORRESPONDENT. 
MADRID, Tuesday. 


A strong protest against handing over 
the question of divorce suits to the civil 
courts was registered with the Spanish 
Government to-day by the Papal Nuncio. 

The Vatican objections are based on 
the fact that the Ecclesiastical Court, still 
powerful in Spain, formerly controlled 
matters of divorce. 

A request that the Government abandon 
its case against Dr. Mugica, the ex-Bishop 
of Vittoria and former Vicar-General of 
Spain, was also, it is understood, included 
in the Vatican Note. It is stated that the 
Government has refused the Vatican re- 
quest regarding the bishop.
